Whether she wishes test the pupils’ knowledge 
subject whether she wishes use the Socratic method 
thought development, she will avoid asking questions 
that are not specific, clear-cut and pointed. sometimes 
think that framing the right sort questions frequently 
harder than writing sonnet—even for the teacher who 
not poetically inclined. 

Instances the kind questions not ask are 
always with us. Recently saw examination paper 
Christian Doctrine with two questions like these: “What 
man truly good?” man truly wise?” The 
teacher was good pious soul, but lacked appreciation 
The answers, 
course, were varied, diverting and educationally use- 
less. 

Another sort question not ask the one that 
may answered single “yes” Many 
children have hereditary fondness for games chance, 
and may form the habit answering guesswork. And 
then there the question beginning with “why.” Now, 
“why” valuable word the framing questions, but 
see that the children quite understand the scope 
your query. Once there was teacher far western 
city who was asking some questions about magic. “Why,” 
she queried, “did the wise men come from the East?” 
blurted out irrepressible native son, “all 
the wise guys come from the East.” 

That true story has moral. asking question 
you frame sentence and the most important place 
that sentence its closing phrase. Let the main idea 
your question find itself the end the sentence. 
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The final words linger the minds the children and 
those final words your question stands falls. 


Where Charity religious teachers have 
wrong idea selfishness. “Don’t work for yourself,” 
they are told. “Work for the Church, for your order, 
for God.” This advice excellent; but there danger 
getting erroneous notion what means. The 
obvious truth—so obvious that sometimes don’t see 
it—is that man must stand firmly his own feet be- 
fore can deal intelligently with any the multi form 
relations life. matter what your state life may 
be, matter what work you are engaged, you owe 
yourself the duty personal growth and increase 
personal efficiency. That growth and that efficiency can and 
should utilized the service God and the Church, 
but neither can secured without personal effort and 
personal attention. 

Some teachers are immersed the work the 
moment that this duty self-development they totally 
forget. The correction dictation exercises the teach- 
ing simple addition certainly important concern; 
but excuse for letting yourself intellectually 
seed. And you are going seed when you keep 
your nose unremittingly the grindstone. The cobbler 
should assuredly stick his last, but has business 
carrying along with him when strolls out under 
the trees. There are times when well for him 
forget that cobbler and remember that man. 

The teacher who wishes get the most out her life 
work and the most good for others will remember that 
she cannot afford neglect herself. Even the busiest 
times the year, she will reserve least few minutes 
each day for some intellectual occupation not directly 
connected with her class work. The habit doing 
will soothe jangled nerves and rub out worry wrinkles; 
and best all, will broaden the mind, widen the range 
sympathies and expand the heart. 

Perhaps these remarks apply most all superiors. 
the rush presiding prayers and hiring janitors 
and meeting parents and finding out who broke the win- 
dow, they can hardly find time attend their own 
intellectual salvation. The result that many them, 
incredibly short time, cease grow. They become 
hidebound their opinions, narrow thier views, nerve- 
less their intellectual grasp. Verily hath the prophet 
said: “With desolation all the land made desolate 
because there one that considereth his heart.” 

sure, all have work enough do; many 
have more than can well. But that reason 
why should become victims spiritual dry rot. 
the last analysis the man more than the teacher, and 
cannot impart freely not also freely receive. 
“To thine own self true.” 


The Right Kind Story recent writer has 
called attention the fact that the right kind story 
telling rapidly becoming lost art the schools 
the United States. claims that they the thing 
better Germany. There, seems, some teachers, spe- 
cially chosen account their talents that direction, 
pratically nothing but from class class the 
lower grades systematically telling stories mythology, 
legend and historical biography. thus making the 
art story telling life work, they are enabled view 
the subject from many sides and get out the practice 
all nearly all the rich educational products potentially 
inherent it. 

The German method, for many reasons, hardly prac- 
ticable with us. But the fact need not prevent our parochial 
school teachers from becoming expert story tellers. Story 
telling art, and like every art can acquired only 
the cost study, patience and practice. 

connection with the subject story telling con- 
sidered educational device and not merely time 
filling practice, would suggest the following hints: 
Choose for the subject the story something that will 
worth while the children, such the biography 
saints, historical characters, inventors, etc. Secure and 
maintain interest the story laying stress signifi- 
cant details dress, customs, trials, heroism and manner 
living. Never exhaust the subject, but make your 
story whet the curiosity the children, which curiosity 


may further appeased individual reading either 
later on. See that your narration yields totality 
impression—that is, that from your story the pupils 
get clear-cut, definite idea the subject matter. 
Guard against needless digresions which, however 
esting themselves, will only result confusion the 
minds your auditors. Test the children’s 
your stories the reproduction them oral 
written composition.

THE MATTER EXPLANATIONS. 

Experience has shown that careful explanation and 
exceedingly simple explanation, the words the cate- 
chism absolutely necessary, order that young children 
may properly understand them, and may obtain through 
them any real and lasting grasp the lime mysteries 
the faith which they teach. Hence frequently 
unfortunately happens that, for want such explanation, 
our children leave school with very imperfect ideas 
doctrine, and thus, forgetting the sense, forget also, quickly 
and entirely, those words the catechism which they 
had diligently studied. Thus, though they have seemed 
well school, they grow very ignorant their 
religion.—Catechist. 


PROXIMATE PREPARATION FOR CATECHISM. 
The reason why such unsatisfactory results sometimes 
follow the catechetical instruction found the fact that 
many teachers overlook the important matter proximate 
preparation. There certain class catechists who 
enter upon their duties full fervor, enthusiasm and talk, 
and, without taking thought what they are say 
how they are say it, proceed once question the 
pipils and explain the text the catechism. might 
said passing that such teachers ordinarily talk 
great deal and explain very little.

TEACHING CHILDREN PRAY. 

From the beginning children should taught what 
pray; whom their prayers are addressed; why they 
are obliged pray; and such simple lessons regarding this 
holy exercise will supply them with proper motives 
for performing manner pleasing God, and profit- 
able themselves. They should taught love it, and 
look upon the most necessary act the daily life 
Christian. The more successfully accomplish this, 
the teacher will, after having taught them pray night 
and morning, inquire whether they have done not. 
Forgetfulness should not, however, censured too 
severely.

Be- 
sides, too severe, may induce some the 
children tell lie avoid scolding. gentle 
manner, little address and perseverence, will the 
end bring them the holy exercise daily prayer. But 
let his whole mind bent upon it; for daily prayer

Why the School Successful. 

“One the reasons why the children like come, 
because the teachers make effort give pleasant 
greeting, have the Sunday school through later years 
associated with pleasant memories, and especially make 
the center Christian friendships between the teach- 
ers and among the children themselves. There 
power stronger the building character than the school 
friendship. difficult find anything that exerts 
influence all compared that which comes 
from one child upon another. The strong characters take 
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the lead, others follow. This argument against 
what may called the solitary development child 
even the most comfortable home.

the “Sistine Madonna” Raphael generally ac- 
knowledged the most beautiful all Madonnas, 
special study for the month.

glory the Virgin with such rapture that they did not 
notice the artist enter the room. They gave him new 
inspiration, and immediately painted the rigid support- 
ing bar which the two children (for models) angels 
are leaning.

Raphael, the most celebrated painter the world’s his- 
tory, was born Urbino, central Italy ,on Good Friday, 
1483, and difficult realize the furor grief excited 
his death Rome Good Friday, 1520, the age 
37.

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BETTER RESULTS ARITHMETIC. 

Arithmetic receives its just share time our schools, 
The most ardent lover the subject would hardly de- 
mand more time. Teachers, patrons and pupils are all 
aware, however, that the results are not eommensurate 
with the time given. need better results. These 
should measured greater accuracy, more power 
think and better ability apply arithmetic the ordi- 
nary affairs life. 

doubt many things contribute the present poor 
results, many, indeed, that would futile attempt 
enumerate them. may, however, help solution 
few the more notable causes the present poor 
results are mentioned: 

(1) Failure learn the tables the fundamental op- 
erations. Many pupils enter the high school and even the 
college who can not perform with any certainty the ordi- 
nary operations addition, subtraction, multiplication and 
division. thoroughly eliminated from their 
early school life that they did not learn the tables for the 
fundamental operations. 

(2) Failure think. Many pupils are allowed form 
and then continue the habit beginning problem 
and then sometimes thinking. The did not

(3) Too much time given unimportant obsolete 
topics. Such subjects foreign money, longitude and 
time, compound interest, bank discount, foreign exchange, 
equation payments, compound proportion, partnership 
and cube root often consume the time and energy the 
pupil the exclusion clear understanding the im- 
portant parts the subject. 

(4) Too much time wasted upon mere puzzles. Catch 
problems and puzzles hoary with age are still found 
many places using the time and nerve force bright 
boys and girls.

(2) Make the work more rational. The school way 
doing thing should justify itself the business man.

Rational meth- 
ods avoid all unnecessary work. 


(3) More intelligent teaching. This means teachers 
who understand the subject thoroughly, who see the end 
from the beginning, and who have such perspective 
the subject will cause them give each part more 
than its proper emphasis. Such teachers will have fine 
enthusiasm that will contagious. They will keep 
touch with the best arithmetic thought the world. They 
will enrich the course arithmetic.

Our Children Mary are mostly their teens, 
just beyond them, and this often age when they 
are tempted despise evade parental authority. Girls 
often have false idea liberty; they confound with 
license. How far girl eighteen bound obey 
her parents? far their precepts are not unrea- 
sonable. Naturally, child bound disobey whenever 
father mother commands what sinful. But good 
Catholic girl should always lean the side obedience, 
even when the command appears her little unrea- 
sonable, since loving parents seek the good their chil- 
dren, and experience has taught them many things 
which children are ignorant, even when they are nearing 
whether she should obey not, she should consult 
whether confessor and act his advice. But speaking 
general, and presupposing that Child Mary has 
good, loving, Catholic parents, then her duty 
consult them about her work, changing situation, accept- 
ing the attentions young man—in word, about any 
important step which she contemplates taking. She 
bound speak respectfully and them, assist them 
they are need, even the cost self-sacrifice. 
unbecoming, say the very least, that the daughter should 
smartly dressed, while the mother lacks necessary 
clothing. Again, the mother should not the drudge 
the house, while the girls spend their time amuse- 
ments. the contrary, they should always willing 
lend hand cheerfully. elder daughter ought 
companon her mother, one whom the mother 
can turn for consolation when trouble casts its shadow 
over the home. What sadness must overwhelm woman 
when she feels that her children, for whom she has made 
sacrifices, prefer the society their friends 
hers! 

Have you still your mother, Child Mary? “Oh yes, 
thank God.” Then love and comfort her. Let your 
joy save her trouble, give her some pleasant sur- 
prise; not wait loving and kind until death 
threatens rob you your parents. all-in-all 
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your mother; let her feel she can lean upon you. Alas, 
too often the devotedness the part the mothers. 
who slave for their children, while the latter take this 
matter course! Sometimes girls excuse themselves 
for their negligence and laziness the plea that the 
mothers will not accept their services. They would 
willingly they saw that their children helped joyfully— 
that was pleasure wait them and help the 
house. 

But time comes the lives most girls when they 
leave the parental roof and take partner for life. 
they are obliged seek some occupation which neces- 
sitates their going away from home. How are they 
practise filial piety now that they are longer under the 
same roof? writing frequently and affectionately 
their parents, going home fixed intervals and show- 
ing their interest all that passes home. Also they 
should remember the birthdays and anniversaries deaths, 
for these little attentions help strengthen the links that 
bind them home.

Can there true love when 
mother left for hours alone? When daughter has 
nothing say her? Are there books, news- 
papers? Will not these furnish matter for conversation? 
about; can not much home? read the 
life Charles Lamb that night after night, devoted 
himself playing cribbage with his aged father, queru- 
lous old man, who seldom had good word say for any 
one. Moreover Charles Lamb hated cribbage; yet 
devoted himself thus for years. All the love the family 
should center round the couch aged mother 
father.

And when God has called our aged parents home 
Himself have the children still duty toward them? Yes, 
they can and should pray for them, even though they did

For truth and logical sequence 
sarily underlie all thought, dit the sacred duty 
every teacher direct the unformed processes the 
child’s thinking faculties the beautiful lines order 
and truth. for the Catholic child, this order, 
this truth, lie the very foundation his intellectual 
and moral life, and the teacher begins this holy work 
when the little catechism christian doctrine put 
into the little hands that are oftentimes wearied with 
the precious weight its simple pages. But through 
its truths the mighty germs the young undeveloped 
soul are started into healthy growth, and veins deep- 
est thought are every day laid open him this forma- 
tive period his mind, the suggestions his Chris- 
tian doctrine study. studies God, nature and himself 
the light God’s holy law, and surely poet, 
master expression, can reach higher subjects 
thought. 

Furnished thus with true ideas these great cen- 
tral points, unlike his less fortunate companion whose 
youthful mind has had such direction, our Catholic 
child begins among his other studies, that expfess- 
ing his thoughts writings. There dearth 
class-books filled with good method and drill the pres- 
entation this important subject. Still none will 
found entirely satisfactory the 
who must needs suit the art teaching othe many- 
sided souls which are dealt with. Whilst easy 
descriptions persons and place, events occurring 
the every-day life the pupil, found, perhaps. 
only within the realm the imagination, will best serve 
develop the powers observation and expression, 
the study poetry not above the comprehension the 
child, will found most fruitful good results. Its 
appeal the imagination, the nobler emotions the 
soul, the music its members, all tend make 
most efficient aid the development mental power. 
The eagerness with which the young child grasps the 
jingle and flow the nursery rhyme, the pleasure 
which lights the eye youth when the underlying 
thought. the suggestiveness some poem are 
first presented the teacher, these are all made clear 
the experiences the class-room, are made too evi- 
dent proofs the value poetry educating the 
need the force argument.

Medicine and Surgery.—Medicine 1902 took rapid 
strides. Among the remarkable surgical feats the year 
were the cutting away the skull patient permit 
brain expansion, sewing incisions the heart, resetting 
congenital dislocations the hip, and operations upon tte 
spine for fractures and dislocations. Dr. Adolf Lorenz 
Vienna demonstrated the possibility curing congenital 
dislocations without the use the knife. 

1903 formalin antitoxin for bloodpoisoning 
came into use. Some the most remarkable surgical feats 
the last ten years were performed Dr. Carrel 
the Rockefeller institute blood transfusion and the 
transplanting arteries. Dr. Guthrie St. Louis, 
his experiments ranging over number years, has 
succeeded transplanting the heads dogs. Jacques 
Joseph Berlin has succeeded transplanting eyelashes, 
remaking noses, from the skin the forehead, and grow- 
ing new jawbone patiént. 1908 Ernst Sauerbach, 
German, for the first time succeeded performing oper- 
ations inside the human thorax means his glass cage 
which the pressure reduced that the atmosphere 
does not interfere with-pulmonary action when the lungs 
are The great achievement 1910 the splic- 
ing nerves cure paralysis. 


Aviation.—The development aviation the last ten 
years has been rapid and satisfactory that one scarce- 
realizes how little was known ten years ago. The 
perfected was not built until 1908 and the only 
man who achieved any success before that date was Santos 
Dumont Paris. 

1908 Henry Farman and Leon Delagrange were ar- 
riving the true principles the heavier than air ma- 
chine the same time that the Wright brothers, Orville 
and Wilbur, were more secretly developing their apparatus 
this country. October Wrights had sud- 
denly sprung into international fame and the same 
month sold their patent rights France. 

was then the public saw the first successful flights 
the bird men. Wilbur Wright gave exhibitions Lemans 
France, while Orville was demonstrating his machine 
the United States army engineers Fort Myer. 

the same time the Hammondsport Aviation society 
built machine which was operated Glenn Curtiss. 
Aside from exhibition flights the first great feat performed 
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in-a flying machine was the crossing the English chan- 
nel July 25, 1909, Bleriot his monoplane. 
the past year Moissant flew from London Paris, 
Curtiss flew from Albany New York, George Chavez 
and Paileti crossed the Alps and many less spectacular but 
remarkable feats were 

1908 Count Zeppelin made his first long flight his 
dirgible baloon, since developed into the passenger car 
the last year. 


The Poles.—Nothing the past decade aroused 
much public the Cook-Peary controversy over 
the discovery the north pole and the expedition 
Ernest Shackleton who came within 111 miles the 
south pole 1908. Such general interest the work 
discovery has not been felt since the days Capt. Cook 
and the bitterness the controversy served give the 
explorations international supersedence over every other 
topic. 

1900 D’Abruzzi reached degrees minutes north 
and Bochgrevink reached degrees minutes south. 
1902 Lieut. Robert Peary arrived the parallel de- 
grees minutes north and Capt. Scott degrees min- 
utes south. 1904 Anthony Fiala reached degrees 
minutes north and 1906 Commander Peary took another 
expedition latitude degrees north. 

Lieut. Shackleton started from Torquay, England, 
1907, and with pony teams hovered about the 
parallel during November and December 1908. 
final dash reached latitude degrees minutes south 
the latter part December, when was forced re- 
turn account lack provisions and sickness among 
his men. 

The Peary expedition and its details along with those 
Dr. Cook are too familiar require explanation. Com- 
mander Peary reached the north pole April 1909.
